In its original form If was Civil Action 2301-70 in 
federal district court in Washington# 

After the amending of tho Act us C#A# 226-75 it was the first case filed under 
the amended Act# I obtained come of the raw materials of tho basic scientific tests 
in tiie JFK eu3sa3sii^tion Investigation but not vriist X sojght# tho final results# Tho 
judge ruled that non-cmplianco was compliance# wo appealed and won an cntiroly 
unreported but I think sweeping arid in some ways precedent decision from the appeals 
court# Ho# 75-2021 # decidod 7/7/76# Although on banc this court ruled against mo in 
tho original case# in which I received not a' stood of paper# it has now ruled unani- 
mously for me# It mandated not wiiat 1 might do but what I "musS#" also holding that 
while 'this served ny interest it also served that of "the ration#" To this it added that 
I should depose an open-ended number of FBI agents# including four whose retirement was 
forced by this action# You seem to know tiie field# These include Frasier# Gallagher and 
Shanoyfelt# So they have retired in vain.

Ono of my needs is 
for the pages from a stcuidard text outlining how these tests are conducted in gunshot 
cases# nooning what evidence is sought and how it is compiled# What lias to be tested#

As recently as yesterday in a status call the Department claims there are no 
instructions# manuals# guides or anything else that they have on conducting those tests# 
Tliey admit tiiere is literature but that tliey have no papers of their own# The nest status 
call on this is on tho 29th# 
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If by then you could provide a xerox of what wo need from a standard text it would 
bo more than helpful because the judge is virtually a Department official* 

In the King case they claim to have tested Ms clothing for Pb only* Bot even tho 
alloy* Nor the jacket material* It was a Lekfr-Cor© *30-06 bullet* 

You know this bullet* The stub that w^s recovered from the corpse is close to a 
perfect si^ecdmon* They claim otherwise to avoid the certainly of proof that it did 
not come fro;: the so-called Ray rifle* It could not havo from other proof0*I?or cpuld 
the shot have boon fired as alleged from the in?oofs I have* 

It now seems possible that with hejp in those two cases w© may be able to end 
ports of these great national trauma* 

If you can help in any way we*d certainly appreciate it* 

You also refer to the intelligence con. amity in general* I havo all the records tho 
CIA lias released* Ily POIA requests are inclusive* I will have all future releases* I do 
not have all the FSL documents because many tliooc I examined were worthless# How- 
ever* I do have all that wore originally afc&ftftj te withheld* If you have graduo;te 
students to whom those records could be of interest they are welcome to access* 

In tine I believe both casos vail become criminology classics* With a ease in 
court perhaps the King cose more so* Vfe took an unusual approach in addressing ef- 
fectiveness of counsel in the 1974 evidou tiary Iioaring* We totally destroyed the 
entire case against Ray# There was no rebuttal* She judge lield that after the guilty 
plea it was irrelevant to that pica* Or to whether or not it was voluntary and knowing 
or coerced or to effectiveness of counsel who did not do as wo did*
